HIGHLAND BRANCH HIGHLIGHTS 


The Highland Branch provides a wide va¬ 
riety of programs on a monthly basis for 
people of all ages including ongoing story 
programs for two-year olds and 
preschoolers. At various times for school 
age children, craft, educational and 
information programs are offered. 

Some past favorites have been 
American Girl, Harry Potter and 
Science Fair Help. 

The children’s department offers 
monthly story hours to approxi- 
ately ten daycare facilities in 
ighland per year.

Travel series takes attendees to exotic places 
such as the Caribbean.

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If you know the history of the Lake County Public Library, you know that Ruth E. Berg 
who served as a library board member from 1952-1978 was instrumental in its creation and 
early development. But you probably didn’t know that her locker partner at Hammond 
High School, back in the 1920s, was Virginia Harding. 

Virginia Prange Harding passed away at the age of 94 on Saturday, February 16, 2002, 
following a brief illness. She is survived by her only daughter, Patricia Harding Earnest, a 
librarian who currently works as a library consultant. Patricia and Library Board President, 
Ella Gilbertson, worked together to found the Lake County Public Library Gardening Se¬ 
ries. This is a Mothers’ Day tribute to Virginia, whose interesting life of 94 years included 
a rich tapestry of experiences. 

Imagine all of the things a 94-year-old has witnessed—the wars, the Depression, the 
advent of the automobile, using an “icebox,” the eradication of smallpox and polio, Rus¬ 
sians in space, Americans on the moon—so many stories to tell. Virginia was bom and 
raised in Hammond. Her father came from a German background and her grandparents 
spoke German. There were many stories she would tell of her childhood and the German 
customs that were ever present. Every Thanksgiving, she would say a prayer before the 
meal—First in English and then in German. She attended Maywood School in Hammond 
and then Hammond High School. She married John Harding one Memorial Day weekend 
and spent part of her honeymoon perched atop a Model A Ford in the inField of the India¬ 
napolis 500. 

She worked in the Roby Post Office until her husband’s death in 1965 when she became 
Postal Station Superintendent until her retirement in 1970. The Roby Post Office was 10 x 
12 feet in size, located in the northwest tip of Hammond at the front gate of American 
Maize Products Company whose business and employees were the main service population 
for the office. The post office was cited in an early edition of Ripley's Believe It or Not as 
the smallest post office in the world. Her husband, John, was its third Postmaster, commis¬ 
sioned by President Harry Truman. Upon his death, Hammond took over the Roby Post 
Office and made it a station which Virginia ran herself. After her retirement, it was tom 


The office was so small that at times bagged mail had to be stacked outside. As a second 
class office, it was allowed to process parcel post up to 70 pounds, while the larger offices 
handled less weight. Unlike the larger offices, there was no postage machine. Virginia 


remembered when the postage on post cards cost a penny and letters were three cents. 
There were many stories associated with the tiny office. A large snapping turtle came in 
the open back door one day and settled itself under a floor fan. Virginia bravely scooped it 
up and ushered it outside. She once witnessed a large goose being released into the com¬ 
pany of several mallard ducks who were residents of the nearby lake. She kept the secret of 
the person who had released the goose and smiled when others wondered how it could have 
settled there. In the snowstorm of 1967, she was snowbound and stranded in the office for 
three days. Employees from American Maize brought her food each day. She slept on the 
desk with her coat for a blanket and a mailbag for her pillow. 






A favorite story was of Jim Thorpe, the famous Olympic athlete, a name recently among those considered for 
the title of “athlete of the century.” He told stories of his amazing Olympic feats and the loss of his medals to 
interested and willing ears of postal patrons or nearby trailer court residents. When he left Roby, he departed for 
Hollywood to coach Burt Lancaster who was cast to play him in a movie about his life. 

Virginia was proud of her appointment to take the minutes in the Indiana State Senate in 1939 with Lt. 
Governor Henry Schricker presiding. This was long before there were word processing programs and comput¬ 
ers. She took the minutes in beautiful, cursive longhand. 

Virginia was active and interested in many things. She was an avid gardener, loved reading, traveling, and 
working with crafts. She made beautiful rugs, buying fabric which she would cut into strips and then crochet 
with an amazing sense of color and design, an art she had learned from her mother-in-law in the 1930s. She 
often traveled to destinations where she could meet her daughter, Patricia, who was Technical Services Man¬ 
ager at the Anaheim Public Library in California for 15 years. When Patricia attended library conferences, they 
were sometimes held in favorite vacation spots—New York, Toronto, New Orleans, Savannah, San Diego, 
Solvang and Hawaii. Virginia traveled to Oberammergau to see the Passion Play, and visited Belgium, Holland, 
Germany, and Switzerland. A cruise of the Caribbean was a treat for the whole extended family in the late 
1970s. She was a frequent attendee at the many events held in Crown Point and in the Fairgrounds. She 
especially loved the Native American pow wows and the county fair. She was a member of the Eastern Star, the 
Ladies’ Oriental Shrine, which she joined in 1935, and the American Legion Auxiliary. Virginia was devoted to 
her family and her friends and will be remembered for her extremely kind and caring nature, her boundless 
energy, style, and zest for life. 

Just before Virginia’s death, her daughter Patricia asked her how she felt about memorials that friends might 
want to make on her behalf. Virginia loved flowers but recognized that some people dislike the impermanence 
of a floral tribute. Without hesitation, Virginia said memorials to her should go to “the library.” A Virginia 
Harding memorial fund was created at the Lake County Public Library and will be used to buy books on her 
favorite subjects—gardening, flowers, birds and animals. 

In the Library’s Memorial Program, all donations are welcome whether there are enough to justify the use of 
the word “fund” or whether they are small in number and amount. The Library sends a letter to thank all who 
contribute, and memorial plates are permanently affixed to each book purchased as a memorial. The plates 
designate the book as being in memory of the deceased and include the names of both the deceased and the 
donor. 

Patricia tells us of the good feeling the memorial fund generated. Contributors expressed genuine apprecia¬ 
tion at the choice of a library for memorial contributions. Memorials donated to the library gave the donors an 
immediate sense of doing something directly beneficial to the community in a way that large impersonal chari¬ 
ties do not. Patricia felt sure that her mother’s memorial fund far exceeded expectations simply because of the 
choice Virginia made to make the library the beneficiary. There was also comfort in knowing that the memori¬ 
als were truly appropriate to Virginia because the purchases could be tailored to subjects so close to her. Vir¬ 
ginia did receive many beautiful flower arrangements. Friends knew how much she loved them. After the 
funeral, the flowers were delivered to the library also for patrons to enjoy. 

Funerals are sad and loss is hurtful, but including the library in this final tribute to one who is dear can put a 
positive spin on one of life’s saddest times and take it to a satisfying and peaceful conclusion. Perhaps others 
will remember the library’s memorial program. It provides an avenue that is most comforting for family and 
friends to express their remembrance and tribute to someone they cherish.

Fourth of July Jug Band 

Here are some ideas for making music to celebrate the Fourth 
of July ... simple “Jug band" instruments you can make 
yourself. Play them along to the music of a tape, record, or 
radio for a great sound ! 

Star-Spangled Spoons 

A spoon player clicks spoons on his/her hands, knees, feet, 
or chest to create a clickety-clack rhythm. 

I . Ask permission to use two tablespoons. Put the handle 
of one spoon between the first and middle fingers of 
your right hand, and the handle of the other spoon 
between the middle and third fingers of the same hand. 
The rounded bottoms of the spoons should face each 
other. Tuck both handles looseiyin the palm of your 
hand. 

2. Hold the spoons loosely, so that the bowls are slightly 
apart. Then slap the spoons together in the palm of your 
other hand. Do it several times and try to create and 
repeat a rhythm. 

Musical Comb 

The person who plays the comb will be playing the melody 
for your band and is the leader. Choose someone who can 
hum a good tune. 

I Wrap a piece of waxed paper once around a small 
comb. The middle fold should cover the top of the 
comb teeth. Tape it in place. 

2. With the comb teeth pointing up, hold the comb 

loosely against your lips, with your mouth open. Hum 
a tune. Be sure to hum through your mouth and not 
your nose. The humming causes the paper and comb to 
vibrate. It sounds like a kazoo.

Any Jug or bottle with a 
skinny neck will make a good instrument. Large soda 


bottles work wdl,too. 

1. Hold the bottle or jug with the rim straight up and 
against your lips. Press your bottom lip against the 
neck near the opening.

Paper Firepopper 

The Fourth of July is a time for booms and bangs and firecrackers. 
Real firecrackers can be dangerous and are not permitted in many 
cities or towns. But these paper flrepoppers are safe, yet make a

1. Cut a piece of notebook paper or 
typing paper about seven or eight 
inches square.

Our Flag Code 

Displaying the United States flag is a sign of 

patriotism and respect. It is an important symbol 

of our country. Here are some important rules to 

remember: 

1. Display the llag only in good weather, 
between sunrise and sunset. It may be 
flown for 24 hours if it is spotlighted at 
night. 

2. The flag should be raised quickly and 
lowered slowly. 

3. In a parade, the flag must fly free. It 
should never be allowed to touch the 
ground. The one who carries it is called the 
colorbearer. 

4. When carried with other flags, the U.S. 
flag should be held in front of or to the 
right of the other flags. 

5. Whenever the flag passes in a parade, 
people should stand at attention and place 
their right hands over their hearts. 

6. The flag is flown at half-mast (halfway up 
the stafF) as a signal of mourning or sad¬ 
ness when an important citizen has died. 

7. The flag should never be flown upside 
down except as a symbol of a serious 
emergency. 

8. When not in use, the flag should be folded 

carefully and put away. It may be given a 
special military fold: Fold twice length¬ 
wise to form a long strip.Then, starting at 
the stripe end fold in a series of triangular 
folds.

He followed the directions on the Un¬ 
claimed Property database and did indeed have un¬ 
claimed property listed under his name. 

What is Unclaimed Property? Mostly, it’s money! 
Under a law passed by the Indiana General Assembly 
in 1967 and revised in 1995, personal property and 
money that has gone unclaimed for some time, is 
turned over to the Attorney General’s Unclaimed 
Property Division. The Attorney General’s Office 
holds the property for 25 years while attempting to 
locate the rightful owner or their heirs. During this 
time, individuals who are legally entitled may file a 
claim for the property with the Unclaimed Property 
Division. If the money goes unclaimed after 25 years, 
it is deposited in the State’s Common School Fund 
and can no longer be claimed.
